PARIS, July l l . - Unless Germany 
grants

France in raising a $360,000,000 loan 
to stave off bankruptcy aud possible 
I evolution. 


That was the situation in Paris to­ 
day, as Dr. Hans Luther, president of 
the German Reichsbank, who 
came 
here to enlist French support for the 
loan, prepared to return to Berlin. 
Dr. Luther spent yesterday conferring 
with French Government officials and 
financiers. After hearing their views, 
he decided to postpone his trip to 
Basic and return by plane to Berlin 
in order to place the French position 
before the German Cabinet. 


France's terms for participating in 
the huge international loan sought by 
Germany were understood to he aY 
fo l lo w s : 


1. Announcement of the Anschluss, 
or Austro-German customs, union. 
2. Suspension of the German naval 
programme. 
3. Assurance that Germany will not 
support any move destined to bring 
about a reduction in French arma­ 
ments considered necessary to French 
security. 
Bather than grant such terms, it 
was reported in 
Paris 
today 
that 
Chancellor Gruelling would prefer to 
resign, a step that would certainly 
bring the German crisis to a head, 
entailing 
far-reaching 
consequences 
I rom 
which even France could not 
©sea po. 
Hitherto, the French press has in­ 
clined to the view that Germany has 
been bluffing, hut that attitude has 
now' changed.

newspaper editors are 
plainly 
worried over developments, but at the 
sam e time they wish to lose no oppor­ 
tunity to bolster France’s position on 
tho continent at the expense of Ger­ 
many.
